tion plan was working a hardship upon 
them. When the plan was extended 
November Ist for another three months 
it was planned to relieve plants shut 
off from a supply of crude by arbi- 
trarily taking the crude from the pipe 
lines and pro-rating it among needy 
plants. The plan fixed maximum pre 
miums and also directed that the crude 
continue to flow in the same channels 
as of early August, when the plan was 
first put into effect to check the upward 
movement of crude prices 

With the removal of crude 
tions the maximum prices fixed for basic 
grades of gasoline and kerosene in the 
Mid-Continent field were removed also 

The official notification from the Fuel 
Administration removing the restric 
tions is as follows: 

Further Modification of Oil Control By 
The Government 

“The Fuel Administration today an- 
nounced that, in line with the general 
policy of the government of lifting all 
restrictions as rapidly as conditions 
would warrant, it has asked the oil in- 
dustry to suspend its voluntary plan to 
stabilize prices and obtain uninter- 
rupted flow of crude oil which was re 
cently extended for a period of three 
months; and at the same time had 
taken similar action as to any volun- 
tary understandings or agreements with 
respect to prices of crude oil or its re- 
fined products. 

“This suspension will be permanent 
unless events prove the necessity of 
again exercising control. The Admin 
istration points out, however, that the 
licensing now outstanding will remain 
in full force and effect until the pro- 
mulgation of peace, and that the rules 
and regulations as amended by the or 
der of December 7th are still effective 
All agreements will continue subject to 
cancellation or assignment on request 
of the United States Fuel Adminis- 
trator 

“The allocation of supplies of petro- 
leum products for the Allies will ter- 
minate with the allocation for shipment 
during the month of January. The 
priority order with respect to export 
shipments of gasoline and kerosene will 
continue to cover aviation gasoline and 
other supplies especially drawn from 
the interior for foreign account until 
these supplies are finally taken over by 
the Allies or until notice of discontinu 
ance is issued by the Fuel Administra- 
tion 

“The order now outstanding regard- 
ing natural gas will remain unchanged, 
in its modified form. 

“By these various measures the Fuel 
Administration hopes to restore the oil 
industry to normal conditions with as 
little disturbance as possible; keeping

control still exists and will be exercised, 
should occasion require, pending the 
promulgation of final peace.” 


TULSA, Dec. 17—The removal of 
crude restrictions by Oil Director 
Requa had no immediate effect on 
prices in the Mid-Continent field to 
date, prices remaining unchanged Mon- 
day Changes are anticipated before 
the first of the year, however. Prices 
for refined products naturally were un 
changed, because trading is on a mar- 
ket of long offerings 


CHICAGO, Dec. 17.—The removal of 
crude oil restrictions and maximum re- 
finery prices by the Fuel Administration 
has had no perceptible effect on the mar- 
kets here as yet. There is a belief in 
some quarters that lower prices for crude 
will come in the not far distant future 
in the Texas fields and that this will be 
followed by a reduction in prices at the 
Oklahoma refineries.

Seek Federal Law To 
Curb Oil Stock Fakers

WASHINGTON. Dec. 17.—Federal 
blue sky legislation, aimed chiefly at the 
promoters who are swindling hundreds of 
thousands of Americans out of their 
Liberty bonds by offering them stock in 
phantom oil companies on which _ they 
promise huge returns instead of the low 
interest paid on the bonds, has been urged 
upon Congress by the Capital Issues Com- 
mittee which has had authority during 
the war over all flotations of securities in 
order that money needed by the govern- 
ment should not be diverted to non- 
essential uses 

Nation-wide confidence games amazing 
in extent and in the amounts of money 
for which Liberty bond purchasers were 
mulcted, were uncovered by the commit- 
tee in its investigation. 

The report, signed by the three mem- 
bers of the committee, Charles S. Ham- 
lin, chairman; F. H. Goff, vice chairman, 
and John S. Drum, says in part: 


“At no time has the obligation been 
so definitely placed upon the govern- 
ment to protect its public from finan- 


cial exploitations by reckless or un- 
scrupulous promoters,” says the report 
“The field has been greatly enlarged by 
the wide distribution of Liberty bonds 
and the purveyor of stocks and bonds 1s 
no longer put to the necessity of seeking 
out a select list of prospective purchasers 
with money to invest. He now has the 
entire American public, and the trans- 
action becomes one of persuasion to trade 
a government bond bearing a 
interest for stocks or bonds 
baited with promise of sudden riches. 
“If unrestricted this trafic would un- 
settle the placement of hundreds of mil- 
dollars of Liberty bonds, which 

would be dumped onto the 
depressing effect upon 
values, besides making the patriotic 
sacrifices of the original buyers of the 
naught.”

Cosden To Build Line 
To Ranger Oil Field

FORT WORTH, TEXAS, Dec. 14. 

\ tour of inspection of west Texas 
oil fields by J. S. Cosden, president, and 
E. R. Perry, vice president, of Cosden 
& Company, together with a party of 
oil operators and capitalists, is said 
here to be in connection with the for- 
mation of a $5,000.000 corporation, re 
ported at New York to be known as 
the Southwestern Pipeline Company. 

Interests associated with Cosden & 
Company are said to be the principal 
factors, and a 250-mile 8-inch pipe line 
to be built out of the Ranger district 
would feed the best Tulsa refinery ot 
Cosden & Company with Ranger crude. 
Previously, the Cosden & Company 
pipe line has confined operations ,to 
Oklahoma, but with the formation of 
the Southwestern company doing in 
terstate business, it would come under 
the common purchaser and common 
carrier provisions, marking its entry 
into classification as one of the largest 
Independent pipe lines in the country. 
The other serious contender for this 
distinction being the Yarhola Pipeline 
Company, of the Roxana Petroleum 
Company interests, with a line between 
Healdton, Okla., and Wood River, III. 

The Southwestern Pipeline Company 
line, it is reported, would follow the 
general course of the Prairie Pipeline 
Company’s line from Ranger to Cush- 
ing, the Southwestern connecting at 
North Drumright, Okla., with the Cos 


den & Company pipe line from. the 
Cushing field to the West Tulsa re- 
finery

sult that after a couple of months the 
threatened shortage disappeared, all in- 
dustries were supplied, and the danger of 
shut-downs was practically eliminated. 

It was also found that some oil com- 
panies were supplying consumers at great 
distances from the oil company’s source 
of supply, whereas these consumers could 
be supplied by another oil company from 
a nearer source of supply. A re-arrange- 
ment of sources of supply was made in 
many instances, thus avoiding unneces- 
sary cross hauls or long hauls. 

The committee also inquired into the 
fuel shortage facilities of industrial con- 
cerns in this territory and, wherever stor- 
age facilities were inadequate, steps were 
taken to increase the storage so that in 
case of a partial interruption of traffic, 
these industries need not shut down. The 
committee also encouraged the construc- 
tion of concrete storage tanks, with the 
result that many such tanks were erected 
and steel plate conserved. 

A large number of other problems con- 
fronted the committee. One after another 
they were considered and every one of 
them solved. As the men on this com- 
mittee were practical oil men, they were 
enabled to rule on the kind of fuel oil a 
concern could use to best advantage, and 
to the least detriment to congested trans- 
portation. It is also to be remembered 
that the shortage of coal induced many 
manufacturers to install oil-burning ap- 
paratus—manufacturers who had never 
before used oil. 

A serious shortage would undoubtedly 
have occurred but for the foresight of the 
committee and their handling of the deli- 
cate task of apportioning the oil accord- 
ing to the “Win the War” importance of 
the concern or factory crying for liquid 
fuel. 

The committee was called upon to aid 
in carrying out the President’s proclama- 
tion, classifying fuel oil consumers and 
establishing priorities. Although the war 
is ended, the problems of reconstruction 
are perhaps as serious or nearly as seri- 
ous as those met during the war, and the 
committee expects to continue in session 
until all of these problems are solved.

Meet To Plan Joint 
Jobbers’ Association

CHICAGO, Dec. 16.—The proposed 
constitution and by-laws for the con- 
solidation of the American Petroleum 
League and the I. O. M. A., the two job- 
bers’ organizations of the Independent oil 
industry, were discussed and names for 
the new organization proposed at the 
meeting of the amalgamation committees 
from the two associations held last week 
Hotel 

The meeting opened with the appoint- 
ment of G. I. Sweney, president of the 
I. O. M. A. as chairman of the session, 
and John D. Reynolds, secretary of the 
American Petroleum League, as secretary. 
Each member of the joint committee was 


at the Congress 


called upon to give his views of the 
proposed consolidation and none were 
found opposed to such action. The fol- 


lowing two names were suggested for the 
new organization, the American Petro- 
leum Association, and the American In- 
dependent Petroleum Association. 

Various features of the constitution 
for the new organization were discussed, 
and some changes were proposed, such as 
reducing the number of directors from 
20 to 18. It was also proposed that two 
advisory boards be appointed “to represent 
the association on matters of a local na- 
ture peculia rto the territory in which the 
members reside,” and that additional ad- 
visory boards be appointed or localities 
sub-divided, as occasion may require. It 
was also proposed that a general counsel, 
special counsel and field secretary be ap 
pointed in addition to the regular officers 

The concluding business of the meet- 
ing consisted of the passing of two reso- 
lutions, the first to the effect that the sec- 
retary redraft the proposed constitution 
and by-laws as changed and submit copies 
to a sub-committee of five, including the 
presidents of both associations, to be ap- 
pointed soon by Chairman Sweney, this 
sub-committee to make further sugges- 
tions and changes deemed necessary, and 
their report to be given to the secretaries 
of the two associations who were then to 
send out copies to their members, thirty 
days after which another general meeting 
would be held of members of both asso- 
ciations for ratification of the amalga- 
mation. . 

The second resolution was to the effect 
that the sub-committee be instructed to 
draw up a resolution expressing the unan- 
imous approval of the general committee 
for the amalgamation of both associa- 
tions and that a copy be sent to each 
member of both associations

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For the general lubricating of looms, 
a medium bodied machine oil is used. For 
worsted, cotton, or woolen looms, an oil of 
265-300 Vis., say at 100° Fahr. (P.B) or 
350-450 (A. B.) may be used. There are 
gears on many of these looms, and a No. 
3 cup grease is usually used. In some 
cases, where a semi-fluid lubricant is used, 
a grade having the consistency of about 
5@ that of vaseline is to be recommended. 
The purpose of using a semi-fluid lubri- 
cant is to obtain a product which, whilt 
being capable of being applied with an oil 
can to the machine while it is running, 
possesses the non-dripping qualities of a 
grease. 

In cases where the product of the loom 
is to be marketed direct, after it leaves 
the machine, without washing or scouring, 
a so-called stainless oil is used, by some 
operators. These oils are manufactured 
with a fatty oil, usually a lard oil com- 
pound. The purpose of the compound is 
to give better washing-out features. There 
is little reason for the use of these com- 
pounded oils, however, because if the 
lubricant is selected with care as to the 
proper body, the dripping and staining 
feature will be removed, providing too 
much of the oil is not applied to the bear- 
ings. 

If an oil contains metallic wear or metal 
dust, carried out from the bearing embod- 
ied in the oil, and this oil onto the fabric, 
the stain produced will be very difficult 
and practically impossible of removal, by 
the usual securing methods. The whole 
keynote of textile lubrication, is to keep 
the oil off of the fabric by scientific appli- 
cation, rather than depend upon some par- 
ticular properties of the oil aiding the 
scouring out of any stains produced.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—It will 
be little less than a national calamity if 
American capital and American enter- 
prise fail to develop the petroleum re 
sources of Mexico and South America, 
and allow the rich fields to be exploited 
by foreign interests. 

This was the statement of Chester 
Naramore, petroleum technologist of the 
United States Bureau of Mines, in an 
address to the Washington section of the 
American Institute of Mining Engineers 
on December 6th. Pointing out that con- 
trol of crude production is one of the 
strongest s@feguards of the nation’s se 
curity as well as prosperity, Mr. Nara 
more said: 

“Because of the universally recognized 
importance of petroleum as a prime fac 
tor of national defense, we must expect 
every first-class nation to endeavor to 
control as much crudge production as 
possible, in order that they may be less 
dependent upon the United States. In 
view of this, I would consider it little less 
than a national calamity if American 
capital should fail to develop the potential 
vetroleum resources contingent to the 
Gulf of Mexico, the Caribbean Sea, and 
those of South America.

One Cent Tank Wagon 
Cut In Pennsylvania 


By Special Correspondent. 

PITTSBURGH, Dec. 16.—Many oil 
marketers throughout this state were sur- 
prised when the tank wagon markets for 
both oil and gasoline were reduced one 
cent per gallon effective Dec. 12. This 
brings the price for motor fuel at the ser- 
vice stations to 27 cents. The garage mar- 
ket is 24.2 cents. The tank wagon market 
for kerosene is now 12 cents. It has been 
the general opinion for some time, how- 
ever, that the tank wagon markets in 
Pennsylvania were out of line with the 
rest of the country. This was shown last 
spring when the leading marketing com- 
panies did not take up the half-cent in- 
crease allowed them to offset the in- 
creased freight rates. 

The statistical report of the Petroleum

Soft Weather Slows 
Pa. Refinery Market

PITTSBURGH, Dec. 16.—Weather 
conditions prevailing over the week end 
were such as to make the gasoline mar- 
ket a little slow at the Pennsylvania re- 
fineries, and the fuel oil market continued 
soft for the same reason. About the only 
product to make a show of strength were 
cylinder stocks, which advanced from 
half to three-quarters cent a gallon for 
the various grades, the strength being 
most pronounced in the steam refined 
grades. 

Despite the heaviness of the gasoline 
market there were no particular reduc- 
tions in price. Demand still holds good 
for the higher gravities. Slowness in the 
gasoline situation is looked for at this 
particular season of the year, but it has 
been heightened by the weather condi- 
tions the past week. The government is 
still taking some motor transport and 
llavy specifications gasoline from refiners 
in this district. 

The kerosene market remains firm, but 
few sales of 47 water white being re- 
ported under 10 cents. The short days 
and cloudy weather is keeping up the de- 
mand for this product. 

Neutral oils are not in good demand 
and many plants report a softness in 
prices, while others are maintaining their 
figures of the past week. There seems to 
ve considerable purchasing of cylinder 
stocks for export and this is likely the 
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cause of the advance in prices. Allied and 
neutral domestic markets have 
strictly rationed on this product for a 
long time and a brisk export movement 
is anticipated.
